of the Hamilton Mills, Who Celebrated Ms 91st 


Birthday on Saturday. 


It is not the fortune of many to survive 


the alloted three score years and ten of 
the scriptures, and of the few who do sur- 
vive it, only an exceptional one does not 
experience the infirmities of the seventh 
age, "sans, eyes, sans teeth, sans every- ' 
thing." 


A hale and hearty veteran who is In 


better health and stronger than some 
men of 00 years, is Ferdinand Rodiiff, 
the venerable superintendent of the Ham- 
ilton mills, who on Saturday quietly and 
happily celebrated the 31st anniversary of 
hia birth, his two sons and two daughters 
assisting their respected father In the re- 
ception of the few friends who called in- 
formally to extend congratulations. 


A reporter called on Mr, Rodiiff early 


this morning at his home at H3 Appleton 
street. The old gentleman welcomed him 
in his pretty sitting room. His appear- 
ance is indeed surprising, for he Is a well 
preserved old gentleman, small of stature, 
but of portly build, full of animation, an 
entertaining conversationalist and with- 
out any noticeable physical deiect. 


Mr. Rodiiff was born Fob. 8, 1806, in 


the little-town of Seaconk, Mass. .He 
came to Lowell in 1827, and on June 
23 of that year entered the employ of the 
Hamilton mills, tue No. 2 mill just start- 
ing, the No. 1 having been running pre- 
viously.

General Horace Porter, in his series of 


articles on "Campaigning With Grant" 
now running in The Century, gives many 
fresh jrlimpsesof headquarters life. In the 
Fehrusiry number, after describing an en- 
gagement ou the Fredericksburg road, 
General Porter says: The next morning, 
May 20, the general was later cluiu usual 
In making hU appearance, in consequence 
of having overslept. Finally his voice was 
heard calling from his tent to his colored 
servant: "Bill! ' Ho, Bill! "What time Is 
it?" Tho servant ran to him, found lie 
\vas still In bed nxd told him the hour.' 
In scarcely more than ten minutes the 
general appeared at the mess table. We 
were not surprised at the rapidity "with 
which he had dressed himself, for we had 
learned by this time that In putting on his 
clothes he was as quick as a lightning 
change actor in a- variety theater. 
When 


the officers ac headquarters were called up, 
particularly to start on die march, every 
one did his utmost to be on time and not 
keep the general waiting. 
But, however 


vigorous the effort, no one could match 
him in getting ou his clothes. 
There was 


seldom any occasion for such hurried 
dressing-, "ont with him it was a l^.bit 
which continued through life. 


Bill, the servant who waited on the gen- 


eral, was a uotublo character. He was en- 
tirely a creature o( accident. When tha 
general was at Cairo iu 1S01, Bill sudden- 
ly appeared one day ac headquarters with 
two other slave boys, who had just escaped 
from thi'ir former masters in Missouri. 
They belonged to that class of fugitive 
blacks who were characterized by those 
given to artistic comparisons us "charcoal 
sketches from the hands of the old mas- 
ters. " 13ill was of a genuine burnt cork 
hue, and no white blood con ta.miimt.cd the 
purity of his liueage. He at once set him- 
self to work without orders, taking care of 
one of the aids, and by dint of his force of 
character resisted all efforts of that officer 
to discharge hirh. 


"When any waiter was absent, or even 


when all were present, he would turn, up 
in tho headquarters mess tent and insist 
on helping the general at table. Then he 
r.ctached. himself to Colonel Boomer and 
forced tliat olliccr In spite of himself to 
submit to his services. After tho colonel 
had been killed in the assault ou Yicks- 
biu-g Bill suddenly put in an appearance 
ligain nc headquarters and was found mak- 
ing himself useful to the general, not- 
withstanding thu protests of the other 
servaniP. and before long ho had himself 
regularly entered upon tho gducral's pri- 
vate pay roll. 
TYheu his chief came ease,

The question of revising tho city char- 


ter has been agitated in Lowell for the 
last ten years. 


Some few yoars'ago a revised charter 


was submitted to tho people and rejected 
with the exception of one provision by 
which the overseers of the poor were to 
be elected by the people. 


That change has given general satis- 


faction and has secured a more represen- 
tative body of men for overseers than 
was ever obtained when the city council 
had the power of selection. 


After that change was made the ques- 


tion of charter revision was eontinnously 
agitated until the passage of the charter 
bill of last year and its adoption by a ma- 
jority of tho voters. 


The measure originally emanated from 


a commission appointed by Mayor Court- 
ney, for tiie purposo of investigating 
abuses 
and 
recommending 
economic 


methods of government. 


But the republican city committee w.is 


the final arbiter as to the form In which 
the bill uhould be passed. 


The commission had no alternative but 


to submit, and eventually the bill be- 
came- law. 


In December last the chief arguments 


used by republicans in favor of Col. Ben- 
nett's election as mayor was that he would 
have the pwvor and they wonld get the 
offices. 


Col. Bennett was defeated and as soon 


as local republicans sea that they cannot 
have all the offices they go to the legisla- 
and ask the appointing power be taken 
from tho mayor and in vested in the city 
council as formerly. They claim that it 
was never intended to give him Buch a 
power; bat the vote of the people in adop- 
ting the measure- refutes that claim.

We 
were not surprised ad the rapidity wisli 
which hu'hail dressed himself, for we luul 
leai'ned by this time that in putting on his 
clothes he was as quick as a lightning 
change actor Iu a variety theater. When 
the oincL'rs at headquarters were called up, 
particularly to start on the march, every 
one did his utmost to be on time and nod 
keep the general waiting.

PENSION CHECKS TO.!BE SENT 


BY MAIL. 


Will Take 
Sept. I. 


Effect 


Washington, Feb. 8.—The president 


has signed, on the recommendation of 
Secretary 
of 
the 
Interior 
Francis, 


an Important order reducing the number 
of pension agencies la the United States 
from 18 to D. The object of the order 
ia to effect a, very large saving to the 
government without inconveniencing the 
pensioners. The secretary demonstrates 
that by this reduction of the pension 
agencies the cost o£ disbursing pensions 
can be reduced by at least 5150,000 per 
annum. The change.-was made possible 
by an amendment to rhe law governing 
ihe disbursing of pensions,which amend- 
ment was .approved March 23. 1S96. It 
renuired tbat all pensioners should, after 
that date, be paid by checks remitted by 
mail. Reports from pension agencies In 
reply to Inquiries as to the operation o( 
the new. law were to the effect that 
the pensioners are paid, much more 
promptly; -that the possibility of error 
Is minimized and that upon the whole 
it Is much more satisfactory to the pen- 
sioners than 
the 
former law. The 


agents also advise that the pensioners 
receive their pensions, when remitted by 
mail, at their homes, where, being sur- 
rounded by family influences, the pen- 
sioner Is mucli more likely to make a 
Judicious disposition 
of 
his pension 


money. Under the previous law many 
pensioners collected their quarterly pay- 
ments In person and under ihe Influence 
of bad associations were often Induced 
to apply those payments unwisely and 
deprived their-families of the benefits 
thereof. 


This executive order will 
(TO Into 


effect Sept. 1, nexc, its execution hav- 
ing been postponed until that date In 
orier that no pensioner should suffer 
inconvenience, owlns to' delay in re- 
ceiving his pension, and to fflve ample 
time for the removal of the rolls and 
records from the agencies discontinued. 


The consolidation was made by uniting 


existing agencies and the entire Juris- 
diction thereof In order that no expense 
should be Incurred by the making of 
new rolls. The agencies at Concord, N. 
H., and Augusta. Me., are discontinued 
nnd payments hitherto made from there 
tve ordered made from Boston.
